HERE is hardly an industrial- 

ist who is not ready to believe 
that capital needs labor: and there 
is hardly a laboring man who does 
not believe that labor needs capital. 
The difficulties between the two 
groups are to be explained in the 
erroneous concepts which each 
group entertains concerning its re- 
lation to the other. 

The Capitalist, over a long period 
of years, has assumed thai labor 
must work “for” him, while as a 
matter of fact it should work 
“with” him. There are capitalists 
who labor hard, although they may 
have selfish motives in doing so, 
just as the laboring man who de- 
sires to work “with” the capitalist 
may be motivated principally by 
selfish considerations. This is hu- 
man nature. 

We are experiencing the social 
injustices resulting from putting 
the erroneous theory, just referred 
to, into practice. When thousands 
of laboring men are employed in 
a single industry, and they are ex- 
pected to work “for” the greatest 
possible amount of profit for their 
capitalist, a status of society such 
as now obtains is the natural re- 
sult. The status is this: Capital- 
ists are proportionately few, and 
their possessions are proportion- 
ately exorbitant. In other words a 
small minority owns most produc- 
tive property, which makes it nec- 
essary for the workers to comply 
with terms which do not seem fair. 

Of course, we are not speaking 
of the status of things during the 
period of depression, when the 
capitalist and the multi-millionaire 
of a few years ago may have lost 
his throne and may be compelled 
to start again from the bottom. 
We have in mind the business sit- 
uation as it has existed in normal 
times during the last fifty years. 

Social injustice will always ob- 
tain as long as the theory prevails 
that the many exist for the benefit 
of the few, and that prosperity 
depends on society being organized 
for the greatest possible good of a 
small number at the expense of 
the rest. Social justice will not ob- 
tain until men generally come to 
recognize the dignity even of the 
uneducated and poor man. 

The Catholic Church throughout 
the centuries of the past ever work- 
ed for the benefit of the common 
people. She destroyed slavery on 
many an occasion. Protestantism, 
on the other hand, owes its very 
birth to a secret plot of a small 
minority to become rich by out- 
lawing the old Church and confis- 
cating her possessions.

HERE will be no soul lost eter- 

nally that is not lost by want 
of co-operation of its own will; and 
there is no soul that will be saved 
eternally that has not co-operated 
with the grace of God in working 
out its salvation.

Then 
let him picture to himself Peter, 
one of the despised Apostles of 
Christ coming to Rome from Pales- 
tine in order to bring the faith of 
Christ to the most pagan and 
wicked of all cities. Then let him 
take account of Peter’s success, 
converting thousands, even among 
families closely connected with the 
Government. Let him take account 
of the hostile attitude of the Roman 
Emperor then ruling, of the risk 
which anyone ran who became a 
follower of Christ—and what must 
be his conclusion, if he be half 
honest with himself?

Plea For Freedom 
Of Education Again 
Sounded In Mexico

Mexico City.—The Union of the 
Fathers of Families has issued a 
statement, which has appeared in 
all the papers of the Capital, mak- 
ing clear the purpose and intent of 
the organization and denying its 
connection with the Association for 
the Freedom of Education. 

“The Union,” the statement says, 
‘is a general organization which 
in its aims, program, tendencies 
and components has no political in- 
terests and pursues no religious 
ends.” The Union, it is declared, 
“advocates freedom of instruction 
for all, without distinction of class 
and religious, political or philo- 
sophical opinions, but takes into 
account legal realities and those of 
the moment in which we live.” It 
does not attempt, the statement 
says, “to change the order or to 
create difficulties for our country, 
limiting itself... to respectful, 
incessant and peaceful appeal for 


the fulfillment of the law, without 
sectarian exaggeration or unwar-

Vienna.—Birth control advocates 
in Vienna received an unpleasant 
surprise when they attended a lec- 
ture by Privy Councillor Dr. Sell- 
heim, professor in the University 
of Leipsig and director of the 
clinic for women at that UWniver- 
sity. The birth control proponents 
had -widely advertised the lecture 
of the famous gynecologist and 
they were astounded to hear him 
proclaim that what was needed 
was “not reform of marriage—re- 
form of education.”

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PATRIOTISM 


The battle of ballots is over, but even the millions 
who went down in defeat will, we hope, forgive and for- 
get and join hands with the victorious for the speediest 
possible recovery of business. The American people have 
always been good losers in political campaigns and it is 
a form of patriotism most commendable. This quick 
healing of wounds results, however, from the fact that 
the people of our country are divided, for the most part, 
between two major parties whose objectives are not 
radically different. If our population were politically 
divided as is the population in most countries in Europe 

the hope of a united country after any election, and 
therefore the hope of a restoration of confidence and 
true economic recovery, would be futile. It is common, 
even in small European nations, for the people to be 
divided among from five to a dozen parties, and the 
constituency of some of these is radically antagonistic 
to that of other parties. It is almost impossible for the 
representatives of the electorate to reach a common 
understanding in Parliament, and therefore almost im- 
possible to give to business that freedom which it needs 
to recover and expand. This explains, in large part, why 
continental Europe has had fifteen years of depression 
and unrest. This explains why the unemployed, grasping 
at any last straw, have shown sympathy with Com- 
munism. It explains why the lessons of Armistice Day 
have never been learned; it explains why the League of 
Nations has never had any influence; it explains why, 
despite their huge debts, there has been no disposition, 
on the part of most nations, to disarm. 3 

Nationalism is too pronounced in European nations, 
although it is not a nationalism built on genuine patriot- 
ism. Nationalism is not sufficiently pronounced in our 
own country, but this is due primarily to the wide sep- 
aration of our nation from all those with which we en- 
gaged either as allies or enemies in the late war. 

Patriotism, as the very word implies, signifies a love 
for the land of one’s birth or adoption, not a mere love 
for “its rocks and rills, its woods and templed hills,” but 
a love for its Constitution, for its institutions, even for 
its laws by which ordered liberty is encouraged and pro- 
tected. Such patriotism is not especially characteristic 
of the American people. They too often think of the 
welfare of groups rather than of their country at large. 
They flagrantly violate their country’s laws in secret; 
they try to learn nothing about the character or the 
patriotism of the men who announce themselves for 
state or federal office. But what is far worse is that men 
who ask to be-the servants. of the people even in the 
national congress, are too often wholly unqualified, are 
selfish, and even after their election serve special in- 
terests rather than their country as such. 


The sons of America have always served well in 
time of war, but they have, seemingly, not learned the 
lesson that their business is to serve equally well during 
times of peace. They take the attitude that the Govern- 
ment’s duty is to serve rather than to be served, to pay 
out rather than to receive, and the deficits which have 
aaecrued in the local, state and national governments are 
due principally to the defense of such false philosophy.

Closed at St. Mary’s, 
Hundreds Attending 


A capacity congregation attend- 
ing solemn closing of a week’s mis- 
sion at St. Mary’s church, Fort 
Wayne, of which the Rev. George 
A. Hasser is rector, took place 
Sunday night. Conducted by the 
Rev. Leo Sponar, C.PP.S., and the 
Rev. Lionel] Pire, C.PP.S., of Car- 
thagena, O., two widely known 
Precious Blood missionaries, the 
mission, which was the first held 
in the parish in several years, was 
a great success. Throughout the 
week children and adults were af- 
forded opportunity of participating 
in the services and readily re- 
sponded. A special ceremony for 
the children Sunday afternoon in- 
cluded the blessing of the babies 
and all children of pre-school age 
as well as students. 

The order of services Sunday 
night included the opening prayers 
led by Father Sponar, the sermon 
on “Means of Perseverance” by 
Father Pire who also conducted 
the renewal of Baptismal vows and 
solemnly imparted the Papal bless- 
ing. At Solemn Benediction of the 
Most Blessed Sacrament, the Very 
Rev. Msgr. Charles H. Thiele, rec- 
tor of St. Peter’s church, was cele- 
brant; Father Hasser, deacon; 
Father Sponar, C.PP.S., subdeacon, 
and the Rev. Alfred Reinig of St. 
Mary’s, master of ceremonies. 
Benediction was followed by con- 
gregational singing of the Te 
Deum after which Father Pire offi- 
ciated at the blessing of religious 
articles. 

Preceding his sermon, Father 
Pire announced that a Requiem 
Mass for the deceased of the par- 
ish would be celebrated Monday 
morning at 8:00 o’clock, earlier 
Masses at 6:00 and 7:00 o ‘clock. In 
alluding to the mission he stated 
that while he and his companion 
had given many missions through- 
out the country, they regarded St.

If in the past you 
have violated the Commandments 
of God, departed from the ways of 
justice and had taken the path that 
leads to hell, but during this mis- 
ston have returned to God, making 

a good, sincere confession and re- 
sohvhed to persevere in the future, 
you have surely received extraordi- 
nary grace. 

“While the time of the mission 
has been for all a season of special 
grace, the work has only begun. 
The Fathers of the Church all in- 
sist that in order to be saved it is 
necessary to persevere. The ‘crown 
of life’ is promised to those who 
live well, but it is given only to 
those who end well. Our Lord 
Himself tells us that ‘if any man 
put his hand to the plow and look 
back, that man is not fit for the 
kingdom of Heaven.’ There is par- 
ticular emphasis on that word ‘fit.’ 
It indicates that the man who is 
restored to God’s friendship and 
then falls back into perhaps more 
serious sin, abusing God’s favor, is 
not ‘fit for Heaven.’ No matter 
how much good you have done, it 
will not count for Heaven unless 
you persevere. If you do not per- 
severe there is little chance to save 
your soul. Judas began well or our 
Lord would not have selected him

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Despite warnings and admonitions 
he betrayed his Master for thirty 
pieces of silver and then went out 
and hanged himself with a halter. 
A suicide, what a terrible death 
for one who had been a close com- 
panion of our Lord.”

Old Football Rivalry Will Be Revived 


RAMBLERS DEFEAT KANSAS UNIVERSITY 


One of the oldest and most in- 
tense rivalries existing between 
college football teams will be re- 
newed at South Bend Saturday 
afternoon when the teams from the 
universities of Notre Dame and 
Northwestern clash Im a game 


which will mark the 43rd anniver- 
sary of the first meeting of the 
two schools on the gridiron. Dur- 
ing this almost a half-century of 
athletic relationship between the 
two schools Northwestern has 
emerged the victor only once, im 
1902, when the Wildcats scored a 
2-0 triumph over the Irish. Pre- 
sent indications point to the con- 
clusion that the Wildcats will again 
have to wait at least another year 
to add to this single victory over 
Notre Dame. 


Despite the fact that North- 
western has won only one game 
from the Ramblers, all of the con- 
tests in which the two schools par- 
ticipated have been interesting and 
most of them were thrillers. Fans 
need not be reminded of the games 
between these two schools which 
were played in the past two years. 
Both meetings were the highlights 
of the season due to the fact that 
both teams were very much in the 
running for national honors. This 
is not the case this year, but the 
game should nevertheless be a hard 
fought one with the Wildcats try- 
ing their best to score another up- 
set in a season of upsets in their 
efforts to win from the Ramblers. 

Northwestern has suffered de- 
feats at the hands of Michigan, 
Minnesota and Ohio State this 
year and played a tie game with 
Purdue. It is evident, therefore, 
that the Wildcats are not the team 
they were last season or the year 
before last.

Pope Pius Condemns 
Modern Religious Art 


VATICAN CITY. — The Pope 
strongly condemned modern art, 
especially as it dealt with religious 
subjects when he recently maugur- 
ated a new picture gallery in Vati- 
can City. 

The ceremony was attended by 
eighteen Cardinals, who heard the 
Pontiff declare that the new school 
of painting resolved itself “into 
caricature and even profanation” 
in touching religious subjects. 

The Pontiff recommended that 
the Bishops of the world be doubly 


be introduced in churches. 

“The list of masterpieces in this 
gallery,” the Pope said, “shows 
how religious sentiment is capable 
of full development in any art, any 
epoch and any surrounding, as long 
as art remains faithful to its in- 
spiration.” 

The Pope said he grieved be- 
cause “false art can be found in 


and prayer.” He said artists should 
always remember that religious art 
“must be in conformity with the 
religious.” 

The Pontiff reminded his hear- 
ers that this. also is required by 
churches in the code and ritual. 
“Bishops are responsible for see- 
ing that these criteria,” he said, 
“are followed in all religious art 
introduced in the churches of their 
ioceses.” 


He added that the doors of the 
church would “remain wide open 
for any manifestation of art which 
really is worthy of this name.”

NEW YORK CITY.—The world 
will never set itself in order until 
‘Christ has a voice in the conduct 
lof the affairs of mankind, the Rev.

‘political and labor organizations.

Vera Cruz Adopts 
Birth Control Law 


MEXICO CITY.—tThe birth-con- 
trol law of the State of Vera Cruz 
has become effective here. It was 
drawn up by a committee headed 
by Dr. Salvador Mendoza, Vera 
Cruz attorney. 

The new and radical legislation 
is designed to prevent the births 
of children of parents unable 
economically to support them or 
unfit for parentage. The measure 
is reported to prohibit marriages 
in the State unless the couples can 
furnish proof of medical fitness.

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hide yourself from the eye of God? 
From what, will came that impulse 
in your heart which made you say: 
“T had rather die at the foot of 
the Cross; I had rather fall down 
on my face in the brightness of 
God’s presence, though all the 
stains and wounds of my soul will 
be revealed to me in an intolerable 
light—rather this than die as I am. 
I will arise and go to my Father: 
I will go into the confessional: I 
will go and tell the worst against 
myself: I will keep nothing back: 
I will anticipate the day of Judg- 
ment: everything that will be told 
against me by the accuser then 
shall be told by my own lips now.” 

What brought you to that reso- 
lution? Perhaps it was some word 
that you heard in a sermon—some 
preacher spoke and touched your 
heart, so that you could never rest 
afterwards; some book that you 
picked up, as you say, by chance— 
a mere sentence in a page of it 
went to your heart, and you had 
never any peace till you had gone 
to accuse yourself in a true con- 
fession; or it may be some great 
sickness struck you down, and, in 
the danger of impending death, 
you saw yourself as God saw you; 
or perhaps it was the death of 
some one dear to you that opened 
your eyes. You thought it was 
these changes or accidents, or 
earthly things, that made the 
change in you, 

No, God was working by these 
things: He was behind the veil. 
These were but the instruments He 
made use of; He was hiding Him- 
self behind them; and through 
them He was working the grace of 
conversion in your soul. It was 
“the finger of God touching the 
heart.” It was His doing; a per- 
sonal action of the love of God and 
of the Holy Ghost upon your in- 
tellect, and upon your conscience, 
and upon your heart, and upon 
your will. Through the whole of 
our spiritual life, whether innocent 
or penitent, this work of salvation 
springs from God. It is His grace 
preventing even our first thoughts 
of good.

What is meant by the word 
“Sacramentals” ? 


By “Sacramentals” we 
mean certain actions or 
things after the pattern of the 
Sacraments which the Church 
is wont to make use of for ob- 
taining by her prayers certain 
effects, mainly spiritual ones, 
for example exorcisms and de- 
yout consecrations and bles- 
sings of persons or things. 
(The Catholic Catechism, 
page 156.) 

Sacramentals resemble the 
Sacraments in that they or- 
dinarily consist of matter and 
form, or external signs which 
produce a spiritual as well as 
a temporal effect, though the 
former is chiefly intended. 
They differ from the Sacra- 
ments inasmuch as they do 
not convey sanctifying grace 
nor produce their effects of 
themselves, but objectively or 
through the Church. Too, the 
Sacramentals, though trace- 
able to remote antiquity, can- 
not, as such, claim divine in- 
stitution. 


May a priest refuse to give 
Holy Communion to a notor- 
1ous sinner ? 


Yes. According to Canon 
Law (Canon 855), the Holy 
Eucharist may not be given 
to such as are publicly un- 
worthy, e. g., the excommuni- 
cated, interdicted and notor- 
jously infamous, unless they 
have given signs of repentance 
and amendment and have re- 
paired the scandal publicly 
given. The general rule, as 
laid down by Pope Benedict 
XIV, is that public and notor- 
jous sinners must not be ad- 
mitted to Holy Communion, 
no matter whether they de- 
mand it publicly or secretly. 
To give them the Body of 
Christ would be to cooperate 
in a profanation of. the Sacra- 
ment, and such cooperation 
cannot be justified even on the 
plea of saving the good name 
of the petitioner, because by 
the publicity and notoriety of 
his crime he has lost the claim 


to a good name. 


Can faith be contrary t 
reason? | 


No. Although faith is above 
reason it is in no sense con- 
trary to it. There can never 
be any real disagreement. be- 
tween faith and reason be- 
cause the self-same God Who 


‘reveals mysteries and infuses 
-§nto us faith, bestowed on us 
the light of reason. God can- 


mot contradict Himself and 


truth can never be opposed to 


Justice of the Peace. I have 
not been to church since that 
time. What must I do to be 
able to return to Church and 
again receive the Sacraments? 


Since you were married by 
a Justice of the Peace, your 
marriage is not a valid one in 
the eyes of the Catholic 
Church. You must, therefore, 
go to the pastor of the church 
which you should attend, 
explain your case to him and 
ask him to remarry you and 
your husband. When you 
have done this you will again 
be able to receive the Sacra- 
ments. 

Wul you please give a 
brief outline of the life of St. 
Vincent de Paul? 

St. Vincent de Paul was born 
in Gascony, France, in 1580 
and became a priest in 1600. 
In 1605 he was captured by 
the Turks and sold as a slave, 
but escaped two years later. 
After a short stay in Rome he 
returned to France and soon 
became well known for - his 
love for the poor, especially 
for condemned convicts. His 
apostolic and charitable labors 
were made permanent in 1625 
by his founding of the Con- 
gregation of the Priests of 
the Missions, commonly 
known as Vincentian Fath- 
ers, and the Daughters of 
Charity. His life was the in- 
spiration of Frederick Ozan- 
am, who instituted the Society 
of St. Vincent de Paul for re- 
lief of the poor. St. Vincent 
died in Paris in 1660, was 
beatified by Pope Benedict 
XIII in 1729, and canonized 
by Pope Clement XII on June 
16th, 1737. 


Can a person gain the in- 
dulgences attached to a rosary 
if he forgets his own and bor- 
rows another? 

Indulgences attached to 
rosaries are lost only when 
the rosaries are sold or com- 
pletely destroyed. Therefore 
a person who borrows a ros- 
ary to say the prayers can 
gain the indulgences attached 
to them. 

Did Martin Luther marry 
and, if so, is this the reason 
why he was excommunicated 
from the Church? 

Yes, Luther married a nun, 
Katherine Bora, but the real 
reason why he was excommu- 
nicated by the Church was his 
defiance of the Pope, the di- 
vinely appointed head of the 
Church. 

Is it true that a Protestant 
historian has maintained that 
there were evidences of in- 
sanity in Luther’s character?

IT HAS BEEN SAID... 


A Short Talk with Catholic 
Students 


By the Rev. Leo Pursley, Chaplain to 
the Catholic Students at Purdue 
University, West Lafayette, 
indiana 


Somehow we are accustomed to 
take our best blessings for grant- 
ed. We grow impatient with those 
who remind us that our attitude in 
this matter is not right. A man 
gifted with abundant physical 
health is more likely to abuse it 
than others not so blessed. But if 
you tell this man to be more care- 
ful to keep his health, not to ex- 
pose it to so many hazards, he will 
probably assure you that there is 
no reason to be alarmed. And so 
we may feel when we are warned 
against dangers that imperil our 
faith; when we are warned, for in- 


and magazines in which the doc- 
trines and moral precepts of our 
faith are attacked, denied or ridi- 
culed. 

It is well known that the Church 
has drawn up a list, a very incom- 
plete list, of books which all Cath- 
olics are forbidden to read. These 
books have not been put on the 
index, as some think, because the 
Church has a holy passion for pre- 
venting the increase of knowledge. 
They have been put on the index 
because the Church wishes might- 
ily to prevent the increase of un- 
belief and immorality. About a. 
year ago a prominent man in New 
York City became a Catholic. In a 
statement issued to his friends 
after his conversion he said that 
he had read his way into the 
Church. I refer to the incident 
simply to stress the point that, if 
it is possible to read one’s way into 
the Church, it is also possible to 
read one’s way out of the Church. 
There is much to be said in favor 
of being open-minded — within 
proper limits. A mind perpetually 
closed would not take anything 
into it. But a mind perpetually 
open would not keep anything in 
it. And some things are worth 
keeping. There are fundamental 
truths and principles, pre-eminent 
loves and loyalties, which are not 
open to argument. We cannot be 
open-minded about them. 

Every man, for instance, loves 
his mother. He believes that this 
love is founded upon a very old and 
beautiful truth which does not 
change. Suppose, for the sake of 
illustration, that some person, ad- 
dicted to the worst notions in mod- 
ern psychology, with a perverted 
point of view on the subject of 
motherhood, should write a book in 
which he argues that a man’s love 
for his mother is a childish delu- 
sion, or an abnormal state, which 
he ought to outgrow in the interest 
of his own manhood. No sane per- 
son would be open-minded about 
such a book. Now, it is fair to 
suppose that every Catholic loves 
his faith, and believes, moreover, 
that this love, also, is founded upon 
a truth, a truth as old as God, not 
a scientific truth that may add 
something to his comfort in this 
life, but a living, divine truth 
which has in it the promise and 
Pledge of everlasting life. Surely 
it is plain that a Catholic, believ- 
ing and loving what he does, can- 
not consistently extend the hospi- 
tality of his mind to books which 
aim to destroy what he believes 
and loves. 

We are not in the position of 
those who are looking for religious 
truth. We have it. Our chief con- 
cern is not to find out in how many 
possible ways some people may 
think our faith is wrong. Our chief 
concern is to find out in how many 
actual ways it must be right. Un- 
fortunately, a great many Catholic 
students, whg are endeavoring to 
extend their knowledge in other 
directions, do not advance very far 
beyond the eighth grade in the 
knowledge of their faith.

Today after the 
lapse of exactly one-half century, 
in the same little town of Esche- 
nau, in the district of Lichtenau, 
where they were happily married, 
Mr. and Mrs. Anton Grunenberg 
commemorate the fiftieth anniver-

sary of their wedding. One son 
and daughter have remained in the 
little village which is nestled in the 
shade of the famous forests of the 
Prussian pine district. Two other 
children who have sprung from the 
union have taken up their abode 
in this country, two sons, one resid- 
ing in Chicago, and the other, the 
Rev. Fr. Richard Grunenberg, lo- 
eated at Catholic Central High 
School, Hammond, Ind. 


The Rev. Fr. Richard Grunen- 
berg, born February 5th, 1884, at 
Eschenau, attended grammar 
school in the local village from 
1890 to 1898. All grades and all 
classes in the eight year school 
were conducted by one teacher, Mr. 
Albert Strube. 

During the period of five years 
that followed upon the preparatory 
grade school work, Father Grunen- 
berg attended the institute con- 
ducted by the Missionary Fathers 
of the Divine Word at Neisse, Sil- 
esia. At this place he completed his 
high school work. From 1903 to 
1911 he attended college and uni- 
versity classes at Saint Gabriel, 
Vienna. One of his instructors was 
the internationally renowned eth- 
nologist, Dr. Wilhelm Schmidt, a 
member of the Society of the Di- 
vine Word. Incidentally this man 
became the first instructor who in- 
duced the Rev. Fr. Grunenberg into 
the realm of music. 

After completing his theological 
studies, upon his ordination to the 
priesthood, the superior of the 
Fathers of the Divine Word, the 
Rev. P. Blum, sent the young priest 
from Steyl, in Holland, where the 


munity is located, to St. Mary Mis- 
sion College and Seminary at 
Techny, Tlinois. . 

The Rev. Fr. Grunenberg spent 
twelve years at this institution, 
following his arrival in the United 
States, August 1911. His major 
work at the Illinois house was to 
serve in the capacity of musical 
instructor, with additional duties 
as mentor in the romance langu- 
ages. 

During 1924 Father Gaunenberg 
acted in capacity of assistant priest 
at Davenport, Iowa, and from 1925 
to Sept. 1927 he assisted the Rev. 
Joseph Eckert, 41st and Wabash 
Ave., Chicago. 
places he was engaged in the train- 
ing of excellent church choirs. At 
the latter place he developed a fam- 
ous choir among the colored people 
of St. Elizabeth’s parish. 

In the fall of 1927, Father Grun- 
enberg accepted a position at the 
Catholic Central High School, Ham- 
mond, where he now has charge of 
the department of music. Under

Alexander Lehman he has made 
special studies of such masters as 
Kreutzer, Firillo, Rhode, Tartini, 
Beriot and others. 

Father Grunenberg was recently 
the recipient of special congratula- 
tions on the "part of the students 
and faculty of the local school on 
behalf of the distinguished celebra- 
tion of the golden wedding anniver- 
sary of his parents, which, how- 
ever, he has not been able to at- 
tend in person.

I got up at six a. m., for the 
floor was hard; I washed (the girl 
had brought up some water in a 
leaky, spoutless pitcher) combed, 
dressed, and took a stroll through 
the town before breakfast. The 
air was delightfully cool and 
fresh, and there were only a few 
cowboys-abroad. I walked up the 
"street four blocks to a little, un- 
painted, frame church with a cross 
onthe top. I asked an urchin in 
overalls (he was coming home 
from the store with a bottle of 
milk) if it was a Catholic church, 
and he said, “Yes.” 

I asked him what time Mass was 
said in the morning, but he stared 
at me with wide-open mouth, and 
then brought out this startling 
statement: “The Catholics have 
church the first Sunday of the 
month—sometimes!” And in an- 
swer to my astonished “Are you 
sure?” came a grin and a “Bet 
your life I am.” 

“Where does the priest lve?” I 
asked. 

“He comes from Telluride, eighty 
miles up the line in the San Miguel 
mountains—-when the train is run- 
ning.” 

“Doesn’t it run all the time?” 

“Not much! Sometimes the river 
gets so high it washes the railroad 
tracks clean out, wipes the trail 
elean out.” 

Imagine! I had no further inter- 
est in the town. Sadly, I went 
home, unmindful now of staring 
cowboys and sat down upon the 
edge of my lumpy, gory bed. Imag- 
ine me, who had been so faithful to 
Mass and Communion at the dear 
old College church for fifteen years, 
in a place where they have Mass 


nine miles up the canyon!” Of 
course, I had supposed there was 
a resident priest in town and that 
I could go to Mass at least on 
Sunday. I had never heard of a 
place without a resident priest or 
if I had heard, I had not realized 
what it meant. 

I don’t know what we had for 
breakfast. I didn’t care. I sat at 
the same island, peninsulas, conti- 
nent-decorated table of the night 
before. Beyond that I have no 
recollection. 

I was still in much the same mood 
when Mr. Holman came for me. 
had plenty of time to think the 
matter over, for Mr. Holman wasn’t 
ready to go until late in the after- 
noon. He had his trading and gos- 
sipping to do. 

At last, however, I found my 
traveling bag and trunk stowed 
up in front, alongside of Mr. Hol- 
man and behind a pair of wicked- 
looking Indian ponies. Such a ride! 
We ripped around corners, banged 
over bridges, bounced over boulders 
in that narrow river road, with the 
high walls of the canyon frowning 
above us and the dark waters of 
the Dolores grumbling below us. 
I held on to my seat in terror. I 
swayed, I lurched, I bounced. What 
kept me from tumbling over the 
edge of the seat into the river thir- 
ty feet below, I don’t know. Teddy 
would say, “It wasn’t your time to 
die.” Mother would insist on my 
guardian angel’s protection. 

They may both have been right. 
At any rate, I held on, stiff, bruised, 
sore as I was. We passed one 
small one-room adobe cabin in the 
nine miles. A river ranch in the 
Dolores country is apt to be some- 
thing like a shoestring—long and 
narrow. Only, of course, like the 
river it consorts with, it is grace- 
fully looped—snake fashion! 

Shadows were already long 
across the canyon, though it was 
only six o’clock when we drew up 
at the ranch house (a long, narrow, 
unpainted, rather ramshackle build- 
ing) for the sun sinks early behind 
canyon walls. 

A motherly-looking, gray-haired 
woman came out of the kitchen 
door to see me. Kindliness was 
written all over her broad German 
face—kindliness and dominance.

NOT WHAT IT SEEMED TO BE

It is now forty-one years since 
a few bones, discovered in Java, 
came to be acclaimed important 
parts of the remains of the “miss- 
ing link,’ the long sought crea- 
ture, proof of whose existence was 
needed to establish the theory of 
the animal descent of man. Since 
then, the Pithecanthropus erectus, 
as the imagined being, reconstruct- 
ed from a few bones, was and is 
called, has been the subject of 
serious discussion, supplying pro- 
ponents of the theory of man’s evo- 
lution from the animal state with 
what they considered evidence sup- 
porting their belief. 


However, today serious minded 
scientists refuse to accept these 
fossil remnants as proving what is 
claimed for them. “Science,” a 
weekly published in New York 
City, in its issue of June 10, 1932, 
presents the findings of Dr. Ales 
Hrdlicka, of the Smithsonian In- 
stitute, one of our foremost anthro- 
pologists, who both studied the 
piece of skull and the few other 
bones, now preserved in Holland, 
and carried on investigations at 
the site of the discovery. “This 
scientist insists that, despite the 
evidence,” declares the publication, 
“it is not legitimate to assert that 
Pithecanthropus erectus was eith- 
er a form of early man or a type 
that eventually evolved into man.” 
Quoting the anthropologist ver- 
batim, “Science” continues: “The 
most that appears justifiable, until 
further and conclusive evidence 
appears, is to regard the Pithecan- 
thropus, as represented by the 
skull cap, a high primate of as yet 
uncertain ancestry and no known 
progeny, far advanced in what 
may be termed the humanoid direc- 
GOR ke 


Thus Dr. Hrdlicka supplies a 
new refutation of the exaggerated 
claims of those eager to establish 
their pet theory. But the Javan 
find known as _ Pithecanthropus 
erectus was not permitted to re- 
main their sole imagined trump 
ecard. Evolutionists of the extreme 
type exulted in the purported dis- 
covery of the Orang pendek, whose 
alleged existence on the Island of 
Sumatra was, a few months ago, 
heralded by them to an astonished 
world. Scientific and non-scientific 
publications related the following 
details regarding this latter dis- 
covery: 

In the Simalamboe mountains on 
Sumatra and the lowlands of Pa- 
lembang a live “apeman” had been 
found, called, by the few natives 


. who had seen him, Orang pendek, 


or short man. Now natives have 
produced the skin and skeleton of 
a young animal of this type, forty- 
two centimeters (about 16% in.) 
in height. The description of the 
full grown animal declares: the 
reddish brown skin shows only a 
scant growth of hair, except for 
the head, which is said to be cov- 
ered by a heavy. shock of hair. The 
size of the adult is said to be that 
of a ten to twelve year-old child. 
The arms are long, the great toes 
seem to be capable of independent 
thumblike motion, as in the case 
of apes. The chin is said to be al- 
most entirely absent. Another ob- 
server speaks of brown hair, a size 
up to 4 feet, 3 inches, and promi- 
nent fangs like those of monkeys. 
Yet another observer claims to 
have noticed that the creature had 
heavy eye-brows, a short stocky 
neck, a flat nose. So much for the 
first reports. 


The atheist press of Europe 
promptly recorded, with evident re- 
joicing, the alleged discovery of 
the missing link. Writing in the 
“Umschau” (No. 80, 1932), A. 
Mueller-Pipenburg, German scient- 
ist, while producing photographs 
of the alleged manlike ape and 
presenting available information, 
summarizes his conclusions thus: 
“For the first time it has been pos- 


gible to prove the existence of this

ally reminded of the skull, dis- 
covered in 1891 by Eugene Dubois 
in Java and named ‘pithecanthro- 
pus erectus’ by him. The heavy 
eye-brows (!), the short, stocky 
neck, the smooth nose, the slanting 
forehead and the receding chin re- 
call also the Neanderthal man. A 
precise classification of the cap- 
tured child {!) of the Orang pen- 
dek might supply the answer to 
the riddle.” 


But what is the answer? As so 
often in the past, zealots have 
been mistaken, and worse than 
that, permitted themselves to be 
misled. Misled, moreover, by 
shrewd natives of Sumatra. Paul 
Frye, of Frankfurt on the Main, 
to whom “Natur and Kultur,” of 
Innsbruck, had referred for his 
opinion an article, originating in 
Sumatra and dealing with the 
Orang pendek, discloses not only 
the error committed by the over- 
zealous evolutionists but also the 
crude deception of which they were 
the victims. “The article,” he 
writes, “is altogether worthless. I 
am today (July 9, 1932) in receipt 
of advice from The Hague that a 
telegram had. been received there 
from Mijnheer Dr. Dammering, of 
the Zoological Institute in Buiten- 
zorg, Java, declaring: “The skeleton 
of the Orang pendek, turned over 
to the Institute by the Government 
of Sumatra, and discussed in the 
press throughout the world, is 
nothing but an ordinary skeleton 


of a monkey, shrewdly ‘doctored’ 
by natives, eager to make money. 
The cheek bones are missing, the 
caudal vertebrae have been broken 
off, the incisors have been filed 
down and the skin Mas been care- 
fully shaved to heighten the simi- 
larity to man. The well known 
anthropologist Prof. Dr. Richard 
N. Wagner in Frankfurt yesterday 


ascertained approximately the 
same facts by examining the 
photographs sent you.” 

While the alleged discovery of 
the Orang pendek received wide 
publicity, the expose was, on the 
whole, made little of. Chiefly be- 


‘cause a favorite theory of a great 
number of scientists and sciolists, 
including many publicists, had re- 
ceived a setback. Yet the story of 
the hoax merits widespread pub- 
licity, partly because of the value 
of the information itself, but chief- 
ly because the case demonstrates 
the danger of blind confidence in 
the claims of scientists engaged in 
destroying the old landmarks of 


humanity. In saner times the epi- 
sode would have elicited a verit- 
able gale of Homeric laughter. 
But, of course, establishing the 
animal descent of man is a sacred 
ambition of many, and therefore 
none may laugh at their discomfi- 
ture. 


There is another angle to the 
Sumatran episode to which atten- 
tion has not been called. The sim- 
ple aboriginees have attained to 
rare heights as tricksters; how 
lofty these heights are is realized 
only when one recalls these naive 
brown men to have accomplished 
no meaner job than that perpetrat- 
ed on the public by the idolized 
Professor Haeckel, of Jena, who 
admittedly manufactured evidence 
to support his theories concerning 
the animal descent of man by de- 
liberately falsifying pictures of 
embryos. While these Javans are 
probably not conscious of the rare 
distinction attained by them, 
Haeckel dead certainly finds him- 
self in company of which he would 
not, alive, have been proud.—cC. V. 
Service.

Gift of Archbishop Ruiz, 
Aqueduct Is Opened 


Mexico City.—When the town of 
Temascalcingo, State of Mexico, 
prepared to celebrate the opening 
of an aqueduct which provides it 
with drinkable water, the man who 
spent his paternal inheritance to 
build the aqueduct as a gift to the 
town where his parents were born 
could not be present. He had been 
expelled from his native land as a 
“pernicious foreigner.” The public 
celebration was “indefinitely post- 
poned” and the aqueduct opened 
without ceremony. 

The benefactor who gave his per- 
sonal fortune of $60,000 for the 
town where he lived in his child- 
hood is His Excellency the Most 
Rev. Leopoldo Ruiz y Flores, Apos- 
tolic Delegate to Mexico, the only 
native Mexican ever so honored by 
the Holy See. He is now living in 
exile in the United States, his. ab- 
sence lamented by the people who 


for years have looked upon him as 
their protector. 


In 1904, the Municipality of 
Temascalcingo initiated the work 
of constructing the aqueduct to 
bring water to the town from the 
Los Pastores springs, some seven 
miles away. The revolution caused 
the work to be suspended. Later a 
company was organized and some 
$18,000 spent on the project, but 
mismanagement caused the work 
again to be suspended. Archbishop 
Ruiz y Flores then provided $18,000 
to make up the deficit and guar- 
anteed funds for the completion of 
the work. 

It was necessary to trench eleven 
springs, to build a bridge over the 
Lerma River and to construct a 
tunnel 325 feet long by ten feet 
wide to’ give passage to 500 gal- 
lons of water a minute. The total 
cost of the project was $60,000 and
